with sandbags. 
Each shelter will ac- 
commodate at -least 
five 
families. 


Other shelters are in protected rail- 
wav culverts and embankments. Each 
will be provided with lighting, seats 
and a small stove so that tea can be 
served comfortably to those -waiting 
for the "all clear" signal.

French Front, March 23.—How the 
Germans prepare to resist an assault 
by the allied troops, who continually 
harry them along the entire front, is 
disclosed in a document which has 
just fallen into the hands 
of 
the 
French. This paper points out that 
it is necessary to be prepared for 
every evenutuality and to establish in 
advance ample dumps of ammunition 
for several days' fighting for the field 
and position guns as well -as for the 
trench mortars, since it must be ex- 
pected that the allies will, in case the 
operation should be on a big scale, 
employ poison gas in large quantities 
and at the same time put up a bar- 
hage fire between the great German 
front lines arid their communications 
with the rear. 
The essential reserve of ammuni- 
tion for the trench mortars is laid 
down at 250 projectiles for each light 
mortar; fifty projectiles 
for 
each 


trench mortar of middling calibre and 
forty projectiles for each heavy mor- 
tar." 
The 
mortar 
emplacements 
should be surrounded by barbed wire 
entanglements and the gunners should 
be provided with a plentiful supply of 
hand grenades for use in case the 
allied troops should storm the posi- 
tions. 
As to the field and position artil- 
lery, each battery should have on 
hand sufficient ordinary ammunition 
to last three days and a half and also 
have ready for use a supply of poison 
gas shells. 
Great stress is laid on the value of 
maintaining communications between 
tho infa.ntry engacred and the staff In 
the rear. 
F.ach regiment is ordered 
to appoint an officer responsible for 
this service, whose duty shall be to 
reconnoitre' the line occupied by the 
i-egrlment and send frequent reports 
as to the situation even when 
no 
change has occurred. 
The 
document 
recalls 
that 
the 
French airplanes accompanying the 
assaulting infantry during the 
last 
battles around Verdun caused great 
disturbance to the Germans. 
It as- 
serts that the effective results 
ob- 
tained by these... aviators were very 
limited, but tha*t the morale of the 
German troops was considerably up- 
set by them. 
It recommends the 
placing of special machine gun groups 
In the rear of the front lines to deal 
with' such attacks by enemy airplanes.

parison of typhoid deaths in Wiscon- 
sin for 1D17 shows a saving of 425 
lives over deaths from the same dis- 
ease in 1910.

was 1S6 lives, and over 1910, 40 lives. 
This means a reduction in 1917 of 
76 per cent in typhoid deaths over 
1910; of 58 per cent over 1911, and 
of 23 per cent over 1914.

The grape-fruit crop is very abundant, and prices have not ad- 
vanced. Tho taste for grape-fruit is often a cultivated taste, and 
tho demand is not KO groat as for oranges. 


There i.s nothing which seems quite so much like summer, to 


a native of the frigid zone, as a nice dish of strawberries in March, 
but this choice fruit has been served on the tables down here for 
tho past six weeks. Lakeland, forty miles east of Tampa, is the 
strawberry district of the state, and hundreds of carloads have 
boon shipped this season. Plant City, one of the distributing cen- 
ters, lias boon crating from thirty to thirty-five thousand quarts a 
day 'for tho past ten clays. 


The northern farmer has made a mistake in holding his pota- 


toes, for Florida has thousands of acres of potatoes which will ba 
ivady to market by the first of May, and the last year's crop will 
sutler in consequence. Cabbage, lettuce, peppers and celery are 
now being shipped in carloads every clay. The yield is abundant 
and the quality choice.
